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SHARE OF 
FRANCE IN 
REPARATIONS 


PARIS, France, Sept. 20.—France | 


has above all the idea that England 
in all diplomatic transactions gets the 
better of the deal. Sometimes France 
is a little angry with her own min 
isters who allow themselves to be 
outwitted, but generally it is against 
the British ministers that the anger 
of France is directed. 

One of the latest causes of com- 
plaints concerns the division of the 
first billion marks actually paid by 
Germany. It seems that France is 
entitled to no part of it. On the con- 
trary, she owes the other allies con- 
siderable sums. The quaint paradox 
is that France has borne the chief ex- 
renses of occupation and is to recover 
none of the cost which it is the first 
duty of Germany to reimburse. 

How does this come about? There 
was a financial conference at Paris 
in the middle of August and the Bel- 
gians and the British delegates put 
forward their proposal for the divi- 
sion of the billion. France was rep- 
resented by Mr. Doumer, who is the 
Minister of Finance and who there- 
fore was understood to have full 
powers to negotiate an accord which 
would bind his country. Undoubtedly 
Mr. Doumer has committed a num- 
ber of blunders from the French view- 
point, and he is said to have com- 
mitted a serious one in accepting the 
Belgian and English thesis which de- 
prived France of any share in the bil- 
lion. Whether the French or British 
case is sound is not the question. It 
is contended that it was the business 
of Mr. Doumer to have defended 
French interests. He failed to do so. 
The accord was completed. 


Mr. Briand Annoyed 


When Mr. Briand learned that 
France was not to receive a single 
pfennig he was naturally annoyed 


and it was sought to saye the situa- 
tion at the last moment by affirming 
that the decisions of the conference 
were subject to examination by the 
respective governments and would not 
be operative until ratified by the 
French cabinet. It is, it will be seen, 
a singular doctrine that the Finance 
Minister cannot take decisions which 
awil] Re ending: and the British dele 
ga re, De ‘obert Horne, intimated that 
he was himself armed with full au- 
thority and expected his Frengh col- 
leagues to be in a similar position: 

It will, indeed, not be easy to re- 
verse the Paris decisions. If England 
was not right it was the duty of the 
French representative to have raised 
objections at the proper time, and 
indignation should be reserved for 
him. However, it is well known that 
if once a prominent minister is com- 
pelled to leave the cabinet, the whole 
ministry is almost certain to fall with 
him. ‘Therefore, although there are 
many politicians who are incensed 
against Mr. Doumer—who, it will be 
remembered, put forward claims 
against Germany March, at the 
Paris conference then held, which 
were so high that Mr. Briand was 
obliged to modify them, and who was 
also attacked for not having tried to 
save an Indo-China bank whose col- 
lapse damaged French credit in the 
East—it is not likely that he will ‘go 
before the Briand cabinet is about to 
go with him.

The case is one of some importance, 
France is, it is pretended, entiled to 
nothing from the first billion because 
it had been agreed earlicr that the 
capital value of the Sarre coal mines 
should be carried to the debit of 
France. France has, according to this, 
already received payment in respect 
of military occupation, She has no 
more claim and cannot receive any 
part of the billion marks that Ger 
many is to have paid by the end of 
August. The French autheyities point 
out that the mobilization of the 19th 
class in May alone cost France 200- 
000,000 marks (gold), and that it was 
precisely the mobilization of this class 
which decided Germany to accept the 
ultimatum of which the billion is 
the first fruit. It cannot be denied 
that something that looks strangely 
like an injustice has been committed. 
One can easily understand the dismay 
and the distrust created in France by 
the repetition of such paradoxes. 
Always England finds that something 
is due to her and that nothing is due 
to France. On the other hand, Eng- 
land is always fortified by written 
texts signed by France, snd one can 
only conclude that some of the French 
ministers have served their country 
badly.

There an Injustice? 


Qricriv, and in reimbursement of the 


cost of occupation. As the Sarre 
mines are reckoned as a payment in 
this sense, it is not a mere matter of 
arithmetic to find that England is en- 
titled to a large share of the billion, 
that Belgium is entitled to another 
share, and that France has been 
actually paid more than she is entitled 
to. According to the Treaty (Article 
235), Germany was to have paid 
20,000,000,000 before May 1, This sum 
was to be paid in gold, in goods, in 
ships or in other values. The French 
contest that the Sarre mines can be 
included for this purpose, although 


}seems wide, Germany was to have 
| paid this money in order to have al- 
lowed the allied powers to restore at 
once their industrial and economic life. 
It is contended that coal, which is still 
{in the ground, cannot be regarded as 
}a liquid resource and therefore is not 
| properly comprised in the provisions 
jof Article 235. 


Accord of Spa 


Now it is argued that the Paris de- 
cision respecting the divicion of the 
|first billion s taken by virtue of the 
‘accord of Spa under whch the cost 
lof occupation was to be put in one 
{eolumn and the capital value of the 
Sarre mines in the opposite column. 
Thus the finincial conference in Paris 
was bound by the earlier accord. 

Against this reasoning it said 
that the Spa convention is not applied 
in general, but only in so far as it is 
disadvantageous to France. The Lon- 
con agreement has reversed all that 
was previously done. As Germany is 
not to pay the 20,000,000,000 marks 
due on May 1, how will an arrange- 
ment which depends upon the receipt 
of this sum hold good? 

Moroeover, it was not expressly 
stated in the Spa arrangement that 
the Sarre mines were to be included. 
It merely referred to Article 243 of 
the Treaty. It will be seen that it is 
easily possible to lose one’s way in 
these references and cross-references,

these treaties and subsequent  pro- 
toecols, these later agreements and 
conventions, these decisions which 


rely upon clauses in accords which 
have generally become of no effect. 
There is a terrible tangle, and only an 
expert who is exceedingly vigilant and 
ean follow the exact consequences 
of succeeding conclusions. which zig- 
zag in and out as in a’ maze, can find 
his way in this labyrinth. What has 
superseded and what has been left 
standing it would be difficult to define, 
and it is not surprising that mistakes 
are made. 

In these circumstances France pre- 
fers to go back to the fundamental 
Treaty and to‘discover what was the 
intention of the treaty makers. It is 
perfectly clear that the Serre mines 
were ceded to France specificially in 
compensation for the destruction of 
mines in the North of France. They 
should not, therefore, be counted in 
payment of a special fund. The cred- 
its for military occupaticn and the 
and the credits for reparations should 
rot be confounded. The justice of the 
matter is, y the French, that the 
Sarre mines should be treated apart, 
and, whatever the text of subsequent 
conventions and decisions may show, 
the plain common sense of the affair 
is that France should receive her 
share of the first billion for the oec- 
cupational cost.

take it from him,’ says William J. 
Bryan. Would you have your child 
enter such a game as the goal of his 
istence?

To teach your child to be faithful 
at his work; to deal honestly with 
others; to pay as he goes or do with- 
much of his own success and to God 
the prize for the pleasures of a plain 
existence—all this amounts to the 
cumulation of a powerful agency for 
righteousness in the life of your child.

pressed a forcible opinion or two on 
the subject of war criminals in gen- 
eral), he has dismissed the whole 
question from his mind. The man go 
ing south or east on a train in the 
evening would probably never have 
given a thought to the question if it 
were not for the tireless energy of one 
er two newspapers which still continue 
nearly three years after the war to 
whip up the public opinion and keep 
fresh the violent passions of 1915. 

In general one hears little said 
about these trials, and one does not 
even read very much in the defferent 
news sheets which happen to fall into 
one’s hands; so that there would be 
some danger of concluding that prac- 
tically nothing now remains of this 
once living question. So far as Brit- 
ish public opinion is concerned, this 
viewpoint would be right; nevertheless 
the subject is not ended. 

Over the water there are people 
who feel much more strongly about it 
and who intend to see that it is re- 
vived. And when it is officially re- 
vived, it will not be public opinion 
but official opinion that will matter. 
Whitehall has not heard the last of 
this difficult problem; and on a point 


which is likely to have some con- 
siderable influence on the relations 
between France and England it is 


worth while knowing in advance what 
is going to be the attitude of Eng- 
land’s official spokesman. 


Forty Trials Arranged 


It had been agreed that a series of 
40 trials should be held by the Su- 
preme Court at Leipsig, to test the 
efficacy of leaving war criminals to 
German justice. So far as Great Brit- 
ain was concerned, her share of the 
40 trials fell into two distinct sets of 
three or four each, the first set com- 
prising prisoner-of-war camp prose- 
cutions, and the second set being con- 
fined to submarine cases. The Brit- 
ish legal delegation consequently paid 
two separate visits to Leipsig, and it 
is important to understand in what ca- 
pacity exactly they were odmitted to 
the court. 

At every trial the British delegation 
was present purely and simply as in- 
terested spectators. The prosecution 
was conducted by German lawyers, 
and each case proceeded according to 
German law, without intervention of 
any sort on the part of Englishmen, 
except when the prosecution chose to 
call the English witnesses whose depo- 
sitions, previously taken in London 
had been submitted to them in ad- 
vance, The only sort of interruption

British Influence 


Without interfering with the admin- 
istration of German justicc the British 
delegation contrived to exercise a con- 
siderable influence on the proceedings 
Jof the court. They had been met at 
the frontier of Germany by a jurist 
representing the German government, 
and before ever they reached Leipsig 
they had already made some progress 
towards establishing those personal 
and confidential relations which were 
later to win the respect and attention 
of official Germany for any represen- 
tations that they might have to make 
Then there were the formal calls to 
be paid to the president of the court 
who would conduct the tr-als, and on 
other prominent German officials, so 
that before very long both sides had 
come into close contact with one an 
other and had covered beforehand in 
conversation a great part of the 
ground that the Leipsig court would 
have to go over again in public. 

From the first, in these semi-official 
discussions, everything went perfectly 
smoothly. There is a way, which Eng- 
lishmen often understand, of estab 
lishing close personal relations with 
en adversary without any loss of dig 
nity, and without any abatement of 
one’s claims. Naturally enough, both 
sides discovered that at a certain point

Trials a Success 


In the official opinion of England 
the trials were a success. they were 
meant to establish a precedent and act 
ns an example, and with the co-opera- 
tion of the Germans this end was 
achieved, In the private opinion of 
most Englishmen at hore the sen- 
tences were ridiculously light. But 
here again informed opinion takes on 
a different complexion; for German 
officers who, until today, could only 
be committed to a fortress for the 
gravest offences, have now been 
herded with common criminals in an 
ordinary prison, and paraded in hand- 
cuffs through the streets. 

A Londoner does not realize what 
all this means to the pampered dig- 
nity of the class which, in ail Germany, 
has been above the law for many 
generations. Given the special con 
ditions of time and place, the sen- 
tences passed at Leipsig are a signal 
vindication of the fundamental points 
for which the Allies contended. That, 
at least, is the official English view; 
and it is not likely to be modified 
by the discontent of other who, by 
managing the affair in a character- 
istically different way, aciheved a 
very much less satisfactory result.

LONDON, Eng., Sept. 20.—The

They are looked after on landing, they 
are helped to obtain employment or 
to settle on the land, and loans or

Educating Settlers 


Provision made for the higher 
educational training of former service 
men outside the United Kingdom by 
the Imperial Education Committee, 
which has established a wide connec- 
tion all over the world. The commit- 
tee also administers a scheme for the 
agricultural training of former offi- 
cers, and efforts are made by certain 
Australian Rhodes scholars at Oxford 
to provide training in Auctralia for a 
few selected secondary schoolboys 
from England.

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SENATOR F. L, BEIQUE 


Senator the Hon. F, L. Beique, the 
son of Louis Beique, was born in St. 
Mathias, Rouville County, Quebec, on 
May 20th, 1845, Acquiring his educa- 
tion at the College de Ste. Marie de 
Monnoir, he chose law for his pro- 
fession, and later on became an L.L.D. 
of Laval University. He was called 
tc the bar in 1868 and made a King’s 
Counselor for the Province of Quebec 
in 1885, and for the Dominion of Can- 
ada in 1889. Accurate knowledge, 
scund judgment and clear speaking 
made him one of the leading lawyers 
of his period. His brothers in the 
legal profession have recognized this. 
From 1891 to 1893 he was Batonnier 
of the Bar in the district of Mon- 
treal. 

Senator Beique has been engaged 
as counsel in many celebrated cases. 
He repeatedly pleaded before the 
Privy Council in England; he was a 
member of the Royal Commission in 
the famous Whelan case in 1890; as 
counsel for the late Hon. H. Mer- 
cier and his colleagues who were ac- 
cused in connection with the Baie 
des Chaleurs Railway by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Quebec, in 1897, 
he won a wide reputation; in 1896 and 
1897 he was counsel for the Dominion 
before the Behring Sea Claims Com- 
mission. For years he had worked in 
partnership with Sir Louis Jette, and 
he still energetically pursues his legal 
practice, Referring to Senator Beique 
the “Montreal Star” says: “As a com- 
mercial lawyer he has few, if any, 
peers.” 

Not less successful as a_ business 
man, Senator Beique has been associ- 
ated with numerous commercial en- 
terprises. He is also interested in 
charities and indeed has been actively 
associated with many movements for 


people amongst whom he lives. 


SIR HERBERT HOLT 


Herbert Samuel Holt was born in 
Dublin, Ireland, in 1855, a younger 
son of William Robert Gratton Holt, 
who was a member of one of the hest 
known families in King’s County. He 
educated at Trinity College. in 
his native city, and trained in the pro.

My Secrets Of 
Charm 


(By Marilyn Miller.) 


The prudent woman will not let her 
attractions wane, nor will she per- 
mit those tell-tale marks of time to 
take their toll prematurely. 

There are a few necessary pre- 
catuions to keep constanly in mind} 
if she would stay the finger of time 
and prevent the early appearance of} 
those little furrows in the skin, called 
“wrinkles.” 

In some parts of the country w here | 
the climate is especially trying on the 
complexion, the precautions must be! 
doubly heeded. There is a form of 
alkali dust that floats in the air and} 
has a tendency to dry up oily matter 
with which it comes in contact. Es-| 
pecially is this true in the great south- 
western part of the States. 

But with care no woman need fear} 
the enemy of youth if she bears well 
in mind the old adage of an ounce of 
prevention being worth a pound of 
cure, 


Wrinkles are not always an evidence’ 
of age, however. Sometimes, as I 
have said, they are the result of a 
hard climate. Often they are simply 
signs of malnutrition and weakness 
of the structure beneath the — skin.| 
There is another form of the dreaded | 
wrinkles which comes from emotional 
strain, Frowning, poorly-fitting eye- | 
glasses, laughing, or a general sense | 
of depression often brings on the pre- 
mature lines that are much more 
difficult to eradicate. 

Usually the lines or wrinkles that} 
frowning causes are most noticeable 
between the eyebrows. Often I notice 
women who would otherwise be beau- | 
tiful were it not for these little evi- 
dences of strain that somehow make 
the facial expression appear tense. | 
But they may be eradicated in time 
if the following directions are follow-| 
ed carefully. | 

Before retiring at night, cleanse 
the entire surface of the face and 
neck with a good cleansing cream. 

Anoint the forehead just between | 
the brows where the furrows appear | 
with a little of your massage cream, 
applying with the ends of the fingers. 

The thumb of each hand should be 
placed firmly against sides of the 
head, the tips of the fingers brought 
to the centre of the forehead and then| 
drawn downward toward the temple. | 
Repeat this movement for 
minutes. 

The motion should always be out-| 
ward as if drawing the furrows away 
from each other. Use only your fin- 
ger tips for the movement. And be 
sure the pressure applied is not too 
great. 

When you have massaged the fur 
rows with this outward movement, so 
that the flesh begins to tingle, you 
can remove the excess massage cream 
with a small square of old linen kept 
exclusively for this purpose. 

Take up your hand mirror and study 
your face in the daylight near an un- 
curtained window. Sometimes you 
will find innumerable little lines be- 
ginning to furrow their way into the 
soft skin just beneath the eye. These 
are the warning signals to begin your 
massage movement to sweep them 
away before they have the opportun- | 
ity to settle in.

With an even, | 
circular motion, move the fingers up- | 
ward, outward, downward and upward | 
again, forming the complete circle. 
Continue this movement six or seven 
times. 

With the thumb ‘and forefinger, 
span the skin above and beneath the 
crow'sfeet marks until they do not ap- 
pear. Then stroke the intervening 
skin upward several times, then down- 
ward several times. When you have 
completed this, remove the fingers 
so that the skin retains its normal 
position and remove any excess cream 
very gently.
